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PROFILE:  PETER  III  OF  RUSSIA— January  6th-June  28th,  1762. 

Elizabeth  of  Russia  proclaimed  as  heir  apparent  the  son  of  her  deceased  elder 
sister  Anna.  He  was  Karl  Peter  Ulric,  Duke  of  Holstein-Gottorp.  He  was  a  German 
not  only  by  birth,  but  by  character,  habit  and  religion.  Efforts  were  made  to  try  to 
Russianize  him  by  making  him  adopt  the  Eastern  Orthodox  faith,  also  making  him 
live  in  St.  Petersburg  and  further  exchanging  his  original  name  for  that  of  Peter 
Fedorovitch.  The  effort  was  singularly  unsuccessful  and  the  young  man  remained  true 
to  his  original  nationality  and  displayed  undisguised  aversion  to  everything  in  his 
adopted  country,  thus  making  himself  most  unpopular. 

On  August  21st,  1745,  by  command  of  his  aunt,  he  married  Princess  Sophia 
Augusta  Frederich  of  Anhalt-Zerbst  (renamed  Ekaterina  Alekseyerna).  This  union 
between  a  prince,  who  physically  was  something  less  than  a  man  and  mentally  little 
more  than  a  child,  with  a  woman  of  profound  intellect  was  bound  to  end  in  catastrophe. 
When  Peter  ascended  the  throne  in  January  1762  he  committed  every  possible  folly. 
He  grovelled  to  Frederick  the  Great  of  Prussia,  whom  he  greatly  admired ;  he  insulted 
the  Russian  Orthodox  Church,  he  planned  a  war  against  Denmark  purely  in  the 
interests  of  his  native  Holstein;  he  put  his  troops  into  Prussian-type  uniform  and 
required  Russian  priests  to  dress  like  German  pastors ;  and  he  threatened  to  divorce 
Catherine  and  send  her  to  a  nunnery. 

Catherine  cleverly  carefully  refrained  from  leading  any  open  opposition.  Her 
friends  were  many  and  able,  and  particularly  strong  among  the  Guards.  In  June  1762 
Peter  retired  to  the  suburb  of  Oranienbaum  leaving  his  wife  at  St.  Petersburg.  On 
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the  13th  or  14th  of  June  a  ‘pronunciamiento’  of  the  regiments  of  the  Guards  removed 
him  from  the  throne  and  made  Catherine  empress.  When  Catherine’s  troops  reached 
him  Peter  made  a  humiliating  abdication,  asking  only  to  retain  his  fiddle,  his  dog, 
his  negro  slave  and  his  mistress.  He  was  kept  in  custody  at  the  castle  of  Ropsha  where 
he  was  assassinated  on  July  9th. 

Catherine  accepted  the  throne  saying  that  autocracy  without  the  necessary 
qualities  in  the  ruler  is  very  dangerous. 

Not  many  coins  were  struck  in  the  name  of  Peter  III  and  those  which  were  are 
rare.  The  ten-rouble  piece  listed  under  G170,  Plate  14,  is  the  rarest. 

THE  EDICT  OF  MARIUS  GR ATIDIANU S  AND  THE 
COINAGE  OF  THE  MARIANS.

The  main  hoards  covering  this  period  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Cingoli.  This  hoard  contained  approximately  1000  coins.  The  latest  are  those  of 
L.  and  C.  Memmius  Galeria  (one  example)  and  C.  Marcius  Censorinus  (5  examples). 
Since  the  coins  of  those  moneyers  who  held  office  immediately  before  the  victory  of 
Marius  are  very  plentiful,  it  seems  likely  that  the  hoard  was  buried  very  shortly  after 
this  event. 

(b)  Bercliidda.  This  Sardinian  hoard,  which  contained  1400  coins,  is  critical  for  the 
dating  of  the  Marian  moneyers.  It  contains  coins  of  all  of  them  with  the  exception 
of  C.  Marius  Capito,  L.  Volteius  Strabo,  and  of  A.  Postumius  Albinus.  There  are 
coins  of  Q.  Antonius  Balbus,  who  as  we  have  seen  held  office  in  82,  but  none  of  Sulla 
or  of  any  of  his  followers.  Its  burial  must  therefore  have  occurred  in  connection  with 
the  invasion  of  the  island  by  L.  Marcius  Philippus,  and  can  therefore  be  firmly  dated 
to  late  spring  or  early  summer  of  82  (Sydenham’s  date,  80,  is  much  too  late). 

(c)  Monte  Codruzzo.  The  composition  of  this  very  large  North  Italian  hoard  was 
very  similar  to  that  of  Berchidda,  but  it  contained  in  addition  to  the  moneyers 
represented  in  the  Sardinian  hoard  coins  struck  by  T.  Annius.  The  latter  was  sent  by 
Sulla  after  his  occupation  of  Rome  early  in  the  year  82  against  Q.  Sertorius,  the 
Marian  governor  of  Spain.12  His  mint  was  probably  located  in  Cisalpine  Gaul  and 
his  coins  will  have  been  struck  there  from  the  spring  of  82  onwards.  The  hoard  is 
therefore  roughly  contemporary  with  that  of  Berchidda. 

(d)  Carrara.  This  hoard  from  the  district  of  Liguria  in  north-west  Italy  contained 
in  addition  to  all  the  previous  Marian  moneyers  the  coins  of  C.  Marius  Capito  and 
A.  Postumius  Albinus  and  the  anonymous  Sullan  issue  Venus  Cornucopiae  ( Syd .  755 
and  763)  together  with  coins  of  Q.  Caecilius  Metellus  Pius.  The  latter  campaigned 
on  behalf  of  Sulla  against  the  Marians  in  Cisalpine  Gaul  during  82  and  his  coins  will 
probably  have  been  struck  there  from  the  spring  of  that  year.13  This  hoard  will  be 
slightly  later  than  the  Monte  Codruzzo  hoard  from  the  other  side  of  the  Appenines. 
Sydenham’s  date  of  78  for  the  hoard  appears  to  be  based  on  his  assumption  that 
Metellus’  coins  were  struck  in  Spain  during  his  campaign  against  Sertorius  after  his 
consulship  in  80,  but  the  evidence  from  Spanish  hoards  makes  it  clear  that  they  belong 
to  the  period  of  his  campaign  against  the  Marians  in  Cisalpine  Gaul  in  82. 

The  first  of  the  Marian  moneyers  appear  to  be  Lucius  and  Gaius  Memmius 
Galeria.  All  their  coins  bear  the  legend  ex  s.c.  (ex  senatus  consulto,  by  decree  of  the 
Senate)  and  are  therefore  special  issues.  They  were  probably  therefore  struck  after 
the  capture  of  Rome  by  Marius  in  87,  in  place  of  the  regular  issues  of  the  tresveri 
monetales  for  that  year.14  The  three  moneyers  for  86  will  have  been  C.  Marcius 
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Censorinus,  Mn.  Fonteius  and  L.  Julius  Bursio.15  The  coins  of  the  two  latter  are 
very  similar  in  style  and  both  issued  anonymous  denarii  with  the  same  types  as  their 
signed  pieces.  They  appear  to  have  been  followed  by  Cargilius,  Ogulnius  and  Vergi- 
lius,  who  issued  coins  signed  by  all  three  and  also  an  anonymous  issue  of  denarii  with 
the  same  types.  The  obverse  type  of  their  denarii  (head  of  Apollo  and  thunderbolt) 
is  the  same  as  that  of  Mn.  Fonteius.  For  84  we  have  L.  Licinius  Macer,  C.  Cassius 
and  L.  Livius  Salinator;  the  latter  two  issued  only  bronze,  the  former  both  bronze 
and  silver.  There  are  no  issues  bearing  the  names  of  all  three,  but  in  the  following 
year  the  college  appears  to  have  consisted  in  L.  Marcius  Censorinus,  P.  Crepusius, 
and  C.  Mamilius  Limetanus,  who  struck  both  separately  and  together.  Limetanus’ 
issues  are  serrate  denarii,  struck  at  the  auxiliary  mint  which  also  produced  the  issues 
of  Q.  Antonius  Balbus,  L.  Volteius  Strabo,  C.  Marius  Capito  and  A.  Postumius 
Albinus.  The  only  moneyer  to  have  struck  at  the  Rome  mint  in  82  seems  to  have 
been  C.  Norbanus.  Rome  was  occupied  by  Sulla  early  in  82  and  all  the  remaining 
Marian  issues  were  struck  at  the  auxiliary  mint.  The  coins  of  Strabo  are  very  rare  and 
do  not  appear  in  the  contemporary  hoards  at  all,  but  there  is  a  hybrid  with  obverse  of 
Q.  Antonins  Balbus  which  suggests  that  they  were  struck  at  the  same  time.  Most  of 
the  issues  of  C.  Marius  Capito  bear  the  legend  ex  S.C.  and  he  may  not  therefore  be 
one  of  the  regular  moneyers  for  82.  The  college  for  this  year  will  therefore  have  con¬ 
sisted  in  C.  Norbanus,  L.  Volteius  Strabo  and  A.  Postumius  Albinus.  Both  the  last 
named  and  C.  Marius  Capito  do  not  appear  to  have  struck  until  later  in  the  year,  and 
one  of  the  two  types  of  Albinus,  the  unusual  and  arresting  head  of  Hispania,  suggests 
that  it  belongs  to  the  time  when  the  Marian  forces  in  Italy  were  on  the  point  of 
collapse  and  the  only  remaining  hope  for  the  Marian  cause  lay  with  Sertorius  in 
Spain.16

11  x\ly  friend,  Mr.  C.  Kirkpatrick  (to  whom  I  am  much  indebted  for  his  valuable  criticism) 
suggests  that  they  may  have  been  quaestors  for  that  year,  in  view  of  the  representation  of 
Saturn  on  the  obverse.

CYPRUS  AND  THE  DRITANNIAR  SIXPENCE.

The  Bulletin  for  December  1968,  offered  for  sale  (p.  434,  No.  SX86)  the  very  rare 
Sixpence  variety  with  the  spelling  error  dritanniar  in  place  of  brintanniar. 

Although  the  variety  is  recorded  and  included  in  all  modern  lists  of  the  English 
milled  series,  little  is  known  of  its  origin  and  history. 

During  the  early  months  of  my  present  tour  of  duty  in  Cyprus  I  became  aware  of 
one  constant  feature  of  the  old  Victorian  Imperial  silver  issues  that  turned  up  in  the 
silversmiths  throughout  the  various  towns  and  larger  villages.  This  was  the  one  date 
1878  and  was  found  on  the  five  silver  denominations  of  halfcrown,  florin,  shilling, 
sixpence  and  threepence.  None  of  the  actual  coins  were  in  a  collectable  condition, 
being  very  worn,  holed  or  included  in  forms  of  necklaces  or  other  jewellery.  The 
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threepence  denomination  predominated.  It  was  however  extremely  rare  to  find 
Victorian  silver  coins  with  any  other  date  and,  in  fact,  I  have  only  seen  two  florins  with 
later  dates. 

This  constant  feature  of  the  date  1878  led  to  a  study  of  the  position  of  the  currency 
during  the  period  1878-1900,  before  the  British  Administration  introduced  the  special 
Cyprus  silver  coinage  in  1901,  and  many  interesting  facts  emerged. 

At  the  time  of  the  British  Occupation  of  the  island  in  July  1878  the  normal 
currency  was  that  of  Turkey  and  five  kinds  of  “piastre”  were  in  use,  each  with  a 
different  money  value,  including  fluctuating  values.  One  of  the  first  steps  of  the 
administration  was  to  place  the  currency  upon  a  firmer  footing.  This  was  achieved 
by  adopting  the  Turkish  copper  piastre  as  the  monetary  unit  and  fixing  its  value  as 
the  180th  part  of  the  pound  sterling.  In  1879  a  special  bronze  piastre  coinage  was 
minted  for  Cyprus  and  from  then  until  1900,  the  Cyprus  currency  settled  down  on  the 
British  system  with  the  substitution  of  the  1,  |  and  J  Cyprus  piastre  tokens  in  place 
of  the  bronze  penny  and  its  fractions  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

During  July  and  August  1878,  Imperial  silver  coins  to  a  total  value  of  £67,100 
were  imported  for  use  in  Cyprus,  and  this  relatively  large  import  satisfied  the  internal 
requirement  for  many  years.  Further  small  amounts  of  silver  were  imported  in  1889, 
1890,  1891  and  1901  but  much  of  this  was  to  replace  silver  coin  returned  to  England 
in  the  pockets  of  military  and  civil  personnel  and  to  make  up  the  losses  caused  through 
the  silversmiths  using  coins  for  jewellery  purposes. 

Except  for  two  small  initial  imports  of  Imperial  silver  coins  which  came  to  Cyprus 
through  the  British  Naval  Squadron  and  the  Treasuiy  Chest  in  the  custody  of  the 
Army  Staff  Paymaster,  all  issues  to  the  Cyprus  Treasury  chest  were  made  direct  by 
the  Royal  Mint  and  those  issues  made  in  1878  were  composed  entirely  of  newly 
minted  coins  bearing  that  year  date.  Concerning  the  silver  imported  by  the  Navy, 
there  is  an  interesting  report  which  claims  that  when  the  Naval  party  left  Larnaca 
for  Nicosia  on  the  11th  July,  two  mules  loaded  with  newly  minted  1878  Sixpences 
accompanied  the  party. 

In  1864,  the  Royal  Mint  adopted  the  practice  of  placing  a  minute  number  on  the 
dies  using  in  striking  gold  and  silver  coins  and  this  numbering  of  the  dies  was  still  in 
force  in  1878.  During  my  examination  of  the  various  silver  coins  in  the  silversmiths, 
I  made  a  note,  when  the  condition  of  the  coin  permitted,  of  these  die  numbers  and  it 
became  apparent  that  all  the  Imperial  silver  imported  into  Cyprus  during  July  and 
August  1878  was  struck  from  relatively  early  dies. 

The  Dritanniar  Sixpence  variety  was  struck  from  reverse  die  number  6  and  while 
I  have  so  far  failed  to  locate  a  sixpence  with  this  number  locally  (the  three  specimens 
located  were  of  dies  10  and  36),  the  possibility  did  exist  that  this  “error”  variety  may 
have  been  released  into  circulation  in  Cyprus.  Confirmation  of  this  was  eventually 
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found  when  a  despatch  to  the  Foreign  Office  from  Sir  Garnet  Wolesley,  the  first 
British  High  Commissioner,  was  discovered.  This  despatch  bears  the  date  25th  April, 
1879,  and  records  that  a  large  number  of  the  sixpences  in  circulation  were  found  to  be 
wrongly  inscribed  dritanniar  instead  of  britanniar. 

Subsequent  research  has  produced  a  report,  dated  10th  June,  1879,  by  the  Deputy 
Master  of  the  Royal  Mint  (C.  W.  Freemantle)  which  discloses  that  the  blame  for  the 
error  was  attributed  to  the  late  Resident  Engraver  of  the  Royal  Mint — T.  J.  Minton 
(died  18th  April,  1879).  The  minting  of  the  sixpences  with  the  error  took  place  on 
the  21st  March,  1878,  and  a  calculation  based  upon  the  “average”  life  of  the  obverse 
dies  used  on  that  day  shows  that  approximately  10,188  sixpences  were  struck  with 
the  erroneous  spelling. 

Further  references  have  been  traced  which  show  that  orders  were  issued  to  the 
High  Commissioner  to  withdraw  the  coins  with  the  incorrect  spelling  and  return  them 
to  the  Royal  Mint,  who  were  authorized  to  effect  their  replacement.  The  withdrawal 
was  not  made  the  subject  of  an  official  public  announcement  and  must  have  taken  the 
form  of  a  Circular  from  the  Chief  Secretary’s  Office,  addressed  to  District  Com¬ 
missioners  who  handled  the  recept  and  disbursement  of  monies  outside  of  the 
Treasury  in  Nicosia. 

There  is  a  later  record  showing  that  silver  coin  to  the  amount  of  £154  was  sent 
back  to  the  Mint  in  1881.  Unfortunately,  the  statement  which  accompanied  this 
shipment  cannot  now7  be  found,  and  it  is  not  therefore  absolutely  certain  that  it  w7as 
entirely  composed  of  the  error  sixpences.  However,  since  this  is  the.  only  return  of 
silver  coin  to  the  Mint  at  this  period,  I  think  it  is  safe  to  accept  that  it  did  consist  of 
the  withdrawn  coins  and  this  would  account  for  6,160  pieces,  leaving  about  4,000  of 
the  original  total  still  in  circulation.  Of  this  remaining  quantity,  some  few  specimens 
wTould  reach  England  in  the  pockets  of  returning  military  and  civil  personnel,  but  the 
bulk  would  be  withdrawn  when  Imperial  silver  coin  ceased  to  be  legal  tender  on  the 
30th  April,  1901.  The  existing  rarity  grading  of  this  interesting  coin  is  truly  RRR. 

From  the  above  notes,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Dritanniar  Sixpence  w7as  released 
for  circulation  in  Cyprus,  not  in  England,  and  it  can  with  propriety  be  correctly 
included  among  a  type  collection  of  the  various  English,  French,  Italian  and  Turkish 
coins  wThich  formed  the  legal  tender  currency  of  Cyprus  during  the  period  1878-1900. 


ZEEBRUGGE  APRIL  22-23,  1918.

Through  my  father-in-law,  the  late  Bt.  Major  T.  F.  V.  Cooke,  D.S.O.,  R.M.L.I., 
some  rather  interesting  relics  of  Zeebrugge  have  come  into  my  possession.  These 
include  the  D.S.O.  and  Croix  de  Guerre  won  by  Major  Cooke  (then  Lieutenant)  and 
the  whole  group  consists  of:  D.S.O.,  1914-15  Star,  War  Medal,  Victory  &  Mention, 
Croix  de  Guerre. 

There  is  also  an  inkstand  made  from  wood  taken  from  the  deck  of  H.M.S. 
“Vindictive”,  and  a  small  piece  of  the  Zeebrugge  Mole.  Amongst  a  varied  selection 
of  photographs  are  two  of  H.M.S.  “Vindictive”  before  and  after  the  action  and  a 
photograph  of  his  Company. 

Adding  further  interest  to  the  collection  is  an  invitation  card  from  L’Union 
Anglo-Beige  and  Comite  du  Memorial  to  attend  the  inauguration  ceremony  of  the 
Memorial  at  Zeebrugge  by  the  King  of  the  Belgians  on  April  23rd,  1925.  With  the 
invitation  card  is  a  Menu  of  the  luncheon  which  was  held  at  the  Palace  Hotel. 
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Photographs  of  the  Memorial  are  also  available  and  the  inscription  on  the  tablet 
reads :

From  notes  and  various  sources  of  information  I  have  been  able  to  compile  a  list 
of  the  decorations  won  by  men  who  took  part  in  the  action  against  Zeebrugge  and 
Ostende.  This  list  is  complete,  as  far  as  I  know,  and  agrees  with  the  number  of 
decorations  noted  in  Barrie  Pitts  book  “Zeebrugge,  St.  George’s  Day,  1918”. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  to  record  that  the  Victoria  Cross  awards  to  Lieutenant 
Commander  G.  N.  Bradford,  R.N.  (Zeebrugge,  April  22-23,  1918)  and  to  his  brother 
Lieutenant  (Temporary  Lieutenant-Colonel)  R.  B.  Bradford,  D.L.I.  (Eaucort 
L’Abbaye,  France,  October  1st  1918)  is  one  of  the  only  four  cases  of  the  Victoria 
Cross  being  awarded  to  brothers.  Both  these  awards  were  posthumous.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  Wreck  of  the  “Saint  Geran”:  Mauritius  1744.  I  wish  to  catalogue  the  coins 
salvaged  from  the  above  shipwreck  and  would  like  to  hear  from  any  of  your  readers  who  may 
be  able  to  assist. 

It  would  appear  that  there  were  two  main  types;  (a)  Spanish  “Pillar  Dollars”  minted  in 
Mexico  between  1739  and  1742,  and  (b)  French  24  Denier  (2  Sol)  Billon  pieces  (Craig  12) 
minted  between  1738  and  1743. 

Many  of  the  coins  left  Mauritius  in  possession  of  service  personnel  after  the  discovery  of  the 
wreck  in  1966.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  number  have  by  now  found  their  way  into  collector’s 
hands. 

I  would  appreciate  it  if  any  reader  is  able  to  advise  me  of  the  types,  quantities,  mintmarks 
and  dates  of  any  coins  they  know  to  have  been  salvaged  from  the  “Saint  Geran”. — E.  J.

Britannia  and  Svea.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Evelyn  in  his  diary,  in  referring  to  Roman 
“medals”  is  speaking  of  a  hoard  of  Roman  coins,  and  Addison  appears  to  use  similar  terms. 

However,  it  is  interesting  that  in  the  Everybody’’ s  Pepys  (published  by  G.  Bell  and  Sons, 
1926),  edited  by  O.  F.  Morshead,  there  appears  a  footnote  to  the  entry  of  25th  February  1667 
regarding  “Mrs.  Steward’s  face  as  well  done  as  ever  I  saw  anything  in  my  life”  which  states 
that  the  “King’s  new  medall” — was  a  large  silver  medal  with  the  King’s  head  on  one  side  and 
on  the  other  Frances  Stuart,  afterwards  Duchess  of  Richmond,  as  Britannia. 

I  wonder  if  Mr.  Morshead  has  or  had  factual  proof  of  this  statement  ?  But,  in  any  case, 
why  does  Pepys  state  that  the  “ face  (was)  as  well  done  as  ever  I  saw  anything”  .  .  .  “and  a 
pretty  thing  it  is  that  he  should  choose  her  face  to  represent  Britannia  by”.  Britannia,  on  the 
coins,  is  better  recognised  by  the  body,  or  perhaps  the  helmet,  rather  than  the  face! — J.  B. 
Whipp. 

Egypt  1882  Medals  without  Clasp  named  to  “Mr”.  The  “Mr”  in  this  case  signifies 
“Master”  and  generally  the  name  of  the  ship  will  follow.  The  medals  are  not  common,  only 
about  100  being  given  to  the  Masters,  about  half  of  whose  ships  were  engaged  in  this  country 
and  the  other  half  in  India. 

I  have  been  asked  to  find  if  possible  the  Punjab  Medal  to  No.  13  Bty.,  Sgt.  Mjr.  Archibald 
Menzies,  H.E.I.  Co.  Artillery,  with  clasp  goojerat — if  this  could  be  mentioned  in  one  of 
your  issues  I  would  be  very  pleased.
